1  In  the  very  early  times,  says  a  writer  In 
Bkldteiit't  Monthly,  among  the  Celtic  race,  an 
|  effigy  of  the  patron  saint,  so  common  in 
I  churches  ami  temples,  wee  much  used  In  the 
dwellings  and  workshop*  of  the  people  as  a  so- 
,  called  "protection"  against  01-fortune.  The 
"glory"  shove  the  head  of  theae  figure* — which 
latter  were  often  carved  tn  wood  and  painted — 
was  represented  by  a  circular  piece  of  polkhed 
metal,  to  convey  the  effect  of  the  shining  halo, 
1  or  nirv&u*,  frequently  seen  In  the  illustrations 
of  the  Virgin  and  other  Scripture  subject* 
Often  this  metal  nimbus  was  of  semicircular 
form,  and,  after  the  figure  Itself  had  disap¬ 
peared  by  reaeoo  of  decay,  the  nimbus  remained 
and  was  suspended  in  some  prominent  place  at 
i  the  entrance  door  or  other  point  commanding 
|  s  view.  The  efflglee  tn  question  Were  not  un¬ 
commonly  seen  by  the  side  of  the  doorway.  In 
course  of  Ume  the  nmnbut  was  much  used  as  s 
substitute  for  the  latter,  and  was  sold  tn  the 
shops  for  this  purpose. 

The  tradition  of  “good  lock,"  as  embodied 
In  the  borse-eboe  theory,  nrty  thus  be  easily 
traced,  siuce  it  became  a  common  occurrence, 
in  due  course  of  time,  for  Ike  faithful  adherent 
of  the  belief  In  charms  and  symbols  to  adopt 
the  horse-shoe,  worn  to  brightness,  in  toe  ab¬ 
sence  of  aay  other,  which  he  nailed  over  his 
cottage  door.  Hence  s  piece  of  metal  of  this 
shape  became  sseociated  In  the  common  mind 
with  supernatural  presence  sod  care,  in  keep¬ 
ing  with  the  belief  attaching  to  tbe  original 
saint.
